C. C. on Plan to Connect 
All Parts of Harbor and 
Transcontinent 
Railways 


Tentative routings of the pro- 


posed belt railway connecting all 
portions of the Oakland harbor 
and the three transcontinental rail- 
way* were outlined by City Engi- 
neer Ralph Bcebe In a report sub* 
mltted late yesterday to the harbor 
development and traffic committee 
of the Oakland Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


A route suggested by Beebe com- 


mences at the Santa Fe crossing 
at Thirty-fourth street, and pro- 
ceed* over the filled land of the 
Union Construction company, and 
thence east along Fifth, Third and 
First Streets to the eastern end of 
the estuary. Statistics are being 
collected, Beebe's report stated, to 
determine the comparative cost of 
this route and others that have 
been proposed. 
The proposed belt Une probably 


would bs municipally owned, ac- 
cording, to the city engineer, and 
would

self-sustaining 


through switching charges. Charles 
P. Howard, a member of the com- 
mittee, said the ultimate growth 
ot the city depended upon the full 
development of the railroad com- 
munication leading into it, and that 
the charges for a belt line service 
would become a minor matter •tthen 
the tiaffie grew to such a point 
that the project was justified.

- every 'openirig anfi some went at the 
risk of their lives into various lands 


- Jong before they were opened up. 
The charge that they have kept 
behind the guns for protection is 
slanderously false. The martyrs to 
missionary work have not been few, 
In the Boxer rebellion in China a 
•large number of missionaries ware 
killed, along with many of their 
-native converts who died rsjther 
than''deny their faith. I know per- 
sonally an aged minister in this 
country, one of whose sons was a 
missionary in China and who died 
.through exhaustion from his efforts 
1n helping and feeding the starving 
Chinese. 
In China, India and Turkey in 


famines the Christian churches of 
this country have given millions to 
feed the starving people, ,and the 
missionaries have distributed that 
relief. In Turkey and Persia, dur- 
ing the past few years missionaries 
have died from their exertions in 
trying to save and help the victims 
of the devilish Turks. Today they 
.have thousands of orphan children 
- of thosa murdered people, whom 


they have gathered together and 
are caring for with monuy that the 


he had made sure that the great 
northw»ofpi-ii 
Country would

held. Then he returned, taking a 
thousand settlors with him.

and his wife were murdered by wild 
Indians in 1847. 


It was another of these mission- 


aries who introduced the reindeer 
into Alaska. Dr. Sheldon Jackson 
had charge of the Presbyterian 
work among the Alaska Indians, 
and finding that the whites had 
taken the fisheries from the In- 
dians, leaving them to starve, he 
succeeded in getting our govern- 
ment to bring a herd of reindeer 
from Lapland to Alaska in 1891. 
What the reindeer are now to 
Alaska and the whole country need 
not be told. Another of those mis- 
sionaries, Brady, was appointed the 
first governor of Alaska. The pas- 
tor of one of the largest Indian 
churches, Rev. Edward Marsden, is 
a full-5)looded Alaskan.

The Mormon 


"Church" never has been recog- 
nized as Christian, and for good 
reasons never will be. It was the 
Christian churches urging on the 
national government that put a stop 
to t?ia open practice of polygamy 
by the Mormons. But "Brute" al- 
leges there is other polygamy in 
the country, and I suppose he refera 
to the pradtlce by some men of 
secretly keeping one or more mis- 
tresses. Those who do so ar« not 
Christian men. but men who, like 
"Brute," are anti-Christian. If any 
church member should be detected 
at it, he "would quickly find himself 
deposited outside of the church. 
No Christian church would tolerate 
polygamy for a moment in any 
form.

Wrecked Ship Crew 


Stranded on the Ice 


ST. JOHNS, N. F., March 6.—The 


crew of the British schooner A E. 
Barteaux, rescued from an ice floe 
thre 
days after their vessel was 


crushed by ihe pack, were brought 
here today partly frozen and ex- 
haustcd by the Norwegian steamer 
Hauk. which picked them up ten 
days ago and had been righting the 
ffnop <sir,<-o to ernt th« shipwrecked 
men to shore. 


Captain Henry Janes, with both 


legs frozen and in" danger of am- 
putation, said he and his six men 
quit their ship on February 20 after 
she was crushed by ice. They had 
left New York on February 5 with 
anthracite coal ior this port. 


The skipper said he had barely 


time to call his men tigether and 
get over the side with a small boat 
when the Barteaux went clown. They 
managed to keep themselves safe 
on a floe, but had no food. 


Vessels were sighted in the dis- 


tance at times and the men made 
signals by waving part of an oil 
oo;it at tiie end of an oar by day 
and at night sot coats afire piece by 
piece and signaled by I'lares. 


There was JHtle left of the oil 


skir.s when rescue came with the 
Hauk on the morning of the 23. The 
Norwegian stuamer found tlie men 
liart-ly alilf- to display their signals 
and Captain .Jai.es almost '-.tlplesa. 
Three of the stamen were badly 
bitten by the cold.
